perial grindstone. 


If 'everybody takes a turn at the 


stone, an.d so much grinding doesn't 
wear It away before the job is clone, 
the mother country and the domin- 
ions may face other nations with a 
marketing combination .which could 
leave tHe rest of the World out in the 
cold. 


The food and raw material needs of 


the 45,000,000 people who live in the 
British Isles are a tempting bait to 
the dominions. 


Meet As Equals 


Granted statutory equality with the 


motherland only this year, they meet 
with Britain prepared to barter pref- 
erences for Britain's manufactured 
goods In return for.British preferences 
for their own exports of primary ar- 
.ticles.

Guard Other Markets 


Australia already has a market for 


her wool. An empire meat quota by 
which Australia would benefit may be 
asked, but in vieyy of Britain's stake 
in the Argentine,'this is doubtful ot 
attainment. 


."But Australia fuels than an empire 


market for its dairy produce and 
fruit should be relatively easy of ad- 
justment," says J,'G. Latham, deputy 
leader in the new Canberra govern- 
ment. 


Alone among the dominions South 


Africa would not seem to have much 
to gain from Ottawa. There is already 
ample market for.South African wool; 
South African mnize is admitted inti 
England free, but so too is maize from 
Argentina, and a tariff against Argen- 
tine maize is most improbable. 


A preference on fruits might be of 


som.p use, but if gnincd at the ex- 
pense of a Smith African preference 
on manufacturers which South Africa 
is attempting to produce 
herself or 


buys more cheaply from the United 
States, the price may be too high. 


Dairy products are the principal ex- I 


ports of New Zealand, the Irish Free 
State; and the Irish Free State may 
find its case at Ottawa injured by 
political difficulties with the mother 
country.

A fine bottle of cham- 
pagne can be bought from the corn- 
er storekeeper here for a dollar. 


But champagne is still regarded as 


a luxury product and many foreign 
countircs where the wine is appre- 
ciated, such as England, Spain and 
Portugal and South American coun- 
tries, have levied almost prohibitive 
tariffs. 
The English tax on cham- 


pagne today in 30 francs and in Port- 
ugal it stands at 48 francs. The most 
glaring example is Columbia where a 


taxed 150 francs, or $6, before it can 
enter the country. 


Lost Two Markets 


Added to the woes of the champagne 


producers are the difficulties encount- 
ered in Russia and the United States, 
which before the war represented two 
of the most lucrative markets. 


Russia has been practically cut off 


by the Soviet regime and prohibition 
killed the American market for years, 
although it is no secret that for the 
past few years the exportation of 
champagne which ultimately reaches 
American consumers has been increas- 
ing rapidly. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 


the champagne people would welcome 
another inspired man like Dom Pcrig- 
non who this time could show them 
a way by which they might sell their 
product.

eight boy* ranging In age from 16 to 
20 years, took advantage of the ln-> 
atrucilon given by county agenls irl 
,4-H club work last year. 


This work was closely alllsd With 


the schools In the 15 counties con- 
cerne,d. Definite schedules of club 
meetings were made in conjunction 
with county superintendents of schools 
and the principals of the schools. This 
schedule of club meetings was closely 
followed and was as regular as the 
class periods In other subjects. In- 
struction, w»s. given in practically ev- 
ery phase of boys' Work on the farm. 
The greater portion of the boys look 
demonstrations in such work as hog 
production, corn, cotton, sweet pota- 
toes, Irish potatoes, dairy calf pro- 
duction, and peanuts, Wherever pos- 
sible the boys were encouraged to 
take more 'than one demonstration, 
especially where the demonstrations 
were related, such as corn, soy beans, 
and hogs; vetch to be turned under 
and cotton. 


The quality of the work done is 


shown by the number completing the 
demonstrations started. Two thous- 
and, one hundred an 
dscventy-six 


boys, or more than 70 per cent, com- 
pleted their work satisfactorily. This 
number compares favorably with the 
number completing their school work 
at the same time.
